Last Friday, May 26, 1950, elec- 


tric power began flowing out of 
the generators at the Narows dam 
near Murfreesboro. 


> 
This announcement by the U. S. 


Engineers yesterday spells a new 
chapter in the industrial and com- 
mercial life of Southwest Arkansas. 
The initial output was not so greal 
—only 5 KW—but the capacity is 
estimated at 25 KW. 


The Engineers aren't saying ex- 


actly how much power the new res- 
ervoir can produce, until the de- 
mand is fully ascertained. Only one 
generating unit has been installed 


i so far but plans call for a seconc 


and third unit. 


The Narrows dam Is 
approx 


imately 50 miles airline from Hope 
and the fact that this great new 
source of public power has come 
into a region which has two mu- 
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nicipal electric systems 
Hope 


and Prescott — leads to an ob- 
vious suggestion: Why not tie this 
public power into the municipal 
lines of both Cities on a standby 
basis? 


It is poor business for any town 


to stand absolutely alone where its 
electric supply is concerned, both 
from the viewpoint of public safe- 
ty, and of electric rates. Intercon- 
nected systems offer help in case 
of emergency, and bring in a cost 
figure that is below the capacity 
of an individual plant to meet. 


Hope and Prescott, both being 


committed to municipal 
power 


should find a natural ally in the 


i publicly-owned generating plant at 


Murfreesboro. It should 
be 


source of cheap power at 
the 


wholesale level, enabling both our 
towns to market electricity to local 
industries at a rate 
comparable 


to that of the privately-owned sys- 
tems — something neither Hope 
nor Prescott Can do at present. 


In a very real sense, we have 


this job to do — inescapably. 


It's either a matter of tying up 


with the Narrows dam and pro- 
i viding cheap 
industrial 
power 


through the municipal plant, or 
granting an industrial power fran- 
chise to some private concern. 


The new federal project at Mur- 


freesboro has yet to be equipped 
with transmission lines, but run- 
ning high-tension electric .wires 50 
to 100 miles is no great job — and 
it will be done. We'll see that it's 
done, won't we?

Quonset, R. I., June 1 — (/P) — 


Nine men were killed and two in- 
jured in the crash of a navy plane 
today at the

pilot and co-pilot escaped with only 
minor injuries. The remainder of

gentina, took off with nine passen- 
gers, a pilot and a co-pilot and 
that, 23 minutes after the takeoff, 
it returned with one engine afire 
and dead.

oped engine trouble and that one

The pilot attempted an emergen- 


cy landing in what was described 
as limited visibility.

The dam, combining flood con- 


,rol and generation of power, was 
begun in the spring of 1947. Engi- 
neers said no completion date has 
seen determined, but all that re- 
mains is to install the second pow- 
er generating unit.

It 
controls the runoff from 237 square 
miles of land along the Little Mis 
souri.

Despite Fear 
U.S. Working 
on H-Bomb 


Washington, June 1 —(UP)—The 


country is pushing work on the 
hydrogen super bomb d e s p i t e 
fears of some exports that in so 
doing it may be wasting atomic 
resources. 


Recently published 
suggestions 


that the atomic 
high 
command 


has just about decided to abandon 
the H-bomb project are not true, 
an authoritative source said today. 


The fact appears to be that the 


atomic energy commission is con- 
verting at least one of its mam- 
moth production piles at Hanford, 
Wash., to the manufacture of tri- 
tium. 


Tritium is a form of heavy hy- 


drogen which scientists 
say 
can 


be made to unleash nuclear forces 
on an unimaginably violent scale. 


Three a t o m i c reactors 
were 


built at Hanford 
to 
manufacture 


man-made explosive used in 
the 


most 
up-to-date 
atomic bombs. 


Since the war, it has been official- 
ly announced that a fourth 
pro- 


duction pile has gone into opera- 
tion at Hanford. Additional reac- 
tors may be going up. 


The same piles which manufac- 


ture plutonium can be rejiggercd 
to manufacture tritium. The trick 
is turned in each case with neu- 
trons, nucluear particles released 
by splitting atoms of the rare kind 
of uranium called U-235.

prisonment in a hotel in Anning,

McGovern said he was not mis- 


treated during his captivity but 
that life was "pretty miserable." 
For the first-four months, Be said, 
he had nothing to eat but leftovers 
from the table of Communist offi- 
cers who lived at the hotel. 


He was given one package of cig- 


arettes a day, McGovern said, but 
was permitted to leave the hotel 
only once a month and then under 
heavy guard. 


He wore the same clothing for 


the first four months after his cap- 
tivity, McGovern said, and while

Johnson Asks 
Continuation 
of the Draft 


Washington, June 1 — (/P) —Sec- 


retary of Defense Johnson pleaded 
ivith congress today to give Presi- 
dent Truman power to draft men 
nto the armed services in time of 
emergency. 


He 
won partial support from 


Senator Knowland (R-Calif), who 
said he is changing his views be- 
cause of what he called the possi- 
bility of an atomic attack on the 
United States. 


Johnson asked the senate armed 


services 
committee for 
a three 


year 
extension of the 
draft act 


without a house-approved section 
leaving up to congress alone when 
any inductions could take place. 


"If trouble comes, there should 


oe in the commander-in-chief 
the 


power to act immediately without 
waiting to reassemble congress," 
Johnsons aid in expanding on 
a 


prepared statement he had 
read 


to the committee. 


Knowland told Johnson he origi- 


nally had favored the house ver- 
sion but now thinks some other ar- 
rangement is necessary. 


"If the city of Washington were 


contaminated by atomic attack, the 
capitol couldn't be moved without 
congressional approval," Knowland 
said. 


He added that if an atomic ex- 


plosion 
wiped out most of con- 


gress, the senate could Be replaced 
by appointments made by gover- 
nors. But he said it might take 60 
days or more to hold special elec- 
tions to obtain enough new house 
members to transact business. 


Johnson 
said extension of the 


draft act is necessary to keep the 
United States "in a state of alcart" 
against possible attack. 


Johnson told the senate armed 


services committee numerous "in- 
cidents" in the cold war — includ- 
ing the Russian atomic explosion— 
make it necessary for this coun- 
try's armed forces to be in a 
state of readiness.
